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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-19 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group II in the reply filed on 2/22/2010 is 

acknowledged. 

Accordingly, claims 1-6, 15-19 are withdrawn from consideration for being directed to 
non-elected subject matter. Claims 7-14 are currently under examination. 

Sequence Compliance 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). 
However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821(d) 
because no sequence listing has been filed. The above reasons are set forth on the attached 
Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence 
And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosiires. Applicant must comply with the requirements of the 
sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) before the application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. 
§§ 131 and 132. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or other 
form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01. 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 7-14 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 7 depends on 
claim 1 which has been withdrawn from consideration for being directed to non-elected subject 
matter. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 7, the recitation of "RelBBeB sequence" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear which sequence it refers to. The specification does not describe any 
RelBBeB nucleic acid or amino acid sequence. A search of the prior art does not reveal such 
sequence. Moreover, the recitation of "a polypeptide comprising RelB RHD listed as SEQ ID 
NO: 62" also renders the claim indefinite because the specification does not provide any 
description of the actual sequence represented by SEQ ID NO: 62. As such, the metes and 
bounds of the claim cannot be established. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected for same reason because they depend on claim 7. 

Regarding claim 13, the recitation of RelA Rel homology domain listed as SEQ ID NO: 
65, RelA, p50. . ." renders the claim indefinite because the nature of the SEQ ID NO: 65 is 
unknown. Moreover, it is unclear how RelA Rel homology domain can be listed as other protein 
such as RelA, p50... 
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Regarding claim 14, the word "consensus-eB sequence" renders the claim indefinite 
because the specification does not describe such a sequence with this name. A search of the 
prior art does not reveal such sequence either. Moreover, the recitation of "one or more of RelB 
RHD listed as SEQ ID NO: 62" renders the claim indefinite because the nature of the sequence is 
unknown.
